Commission Approves} 


Addition to By-Laws 


The commission approved Tuesday an addition to the 
by-laws of the student constitution dealing with committees 
dependent upon student funds for support. 

The new section, Article VI, reads: 

Sec. 1. Any'standing or temporary committee dependent 


upon the allocation of student 
body funds for partial or com- 
plete support must have the ap- 
proval of the commission’ on 
each expenditure: made. Under 
an emergency condition, money 
may be appropriated with the 
consent of the student body pres- 
ident, and vice-president, _com- 
missioner of finance, the auditor, 
and the faculty advisor of the 
commission. Notification of this 
emergency expenditure must be 
made at the next _commission 
appr. 

Sec. 2. Any standing or tem- 
porary committee that is men- 
tioned in Article VI, Section 1, 
of the by-laws must deposit with 
the commissioner of finance all 
‘money collected during the year. 
This money shall be considered 


the same and be appropriated in 
the same manner as described. 
under Article VI, section 1, of 
the by-laws. 

Sec. 3. When the registration 
for rooters’ bus seats is not suf- 
ficient to warrant the cRartering 
of a rooters’ bus, the yell lead- 
ers may not draw from rally 
committee funds to finance their 
trip to the game. 

The section was added. to desig- 
nate the manner in which all 
funds granted ‘to or earned by such 
committees may be spent. 

Commissioner of Finance Evelyn 
Temmermand reported that the 
athletic insurance budget, set up 
for basketball and football insur-
